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Should the whole of Bridport town 
centre have a 20mph speed limit? 


BRIDPORT could become a 20mph speed 
limit area after residents complain of speed¬ 
ing through residential areas near the town 
centre. 

Councillors are considering reducing the speed 
limit in the town from 30mph to 20mph after speed¬ 
ing problems in parts of the town. 

Bridport residents reported speeding problems in 
Victoria Grove and West Allington to members of 
Bridport Town Council’s highways and transporta¬ 
tion sub-committee at a meeting last week. 

A petition calling for the town council to investi¬ 
gate measures to address speeding in Victoria Grove, 
which is currently a 20mph zone, has been signed by 
105 local people and a resident of West Allington is 
also urging the town council to support his motion 
that the road from the town centre to the medical cen¬ 
tre should also have a 20mph speed limit. 

Gillian Summers, a resident of Victoria Grove, 
said: “I am conscious of the constant speeding up and 
down Victoria Grove. 

“A few years ago we managed to get the 20mph 
speed limit but there is no doubt in my mine that it is 
hardly ever adhered to, and I think perhaps the best 
way forward would be to have a speed indicator de¬ 
vice, something that actually alerts people when they 
turn into Victoria Grove at the bottom or the top that 
it is a 20mph limit; it is written on the road but it is 
not very clear.” 

Mr Fryer, a resident of West Allington, is con¬ 
cerned about the increase of speeding traffic and 
would like West Allington to become a 20mph zone. 

He said: “We are getting private vehicles going 
through, I think at 40 to 50mph sometimes, some of 
the big lorries are going through at 40 and there is a 
lot of people walking about. I would urge this com¬ 
mittee to take the town council with them and urge 
West Dorset District Council to agree that a 20mph 
limit should be put in.” 
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But Councillor Martin Ray suggested that to 
change West Allington to a 20mph zone, it would 
make sense for the speeding restriction to continue 
into West Street, East Street and South Street. 

He said: “I think you will raise awareness of it 
[Victoria Grove being a 20mph zone] by making the 
whole of Bridport a 20mph limit, because when I 
drive up the high street, I can’t go any more than that. 


“You might as well do it as people will get used to 
entering Bridport and having to go 20mph. 

“They have done it in Beaminster and it seems to 
work really well, I think it will be easier.” 

Cllr Martin Ray received support from Cllr Sarah 
Williams who is a resident of South Street and re¬ 
ported that during the night cars can be going 40 or 
50mph along the road. 

Cllr Dave Rickard said: “It is being done all over 
the country, there are very few towns left that don’t 
have a 20mph speed limit, it is encouraged. 

The town surveyor Daryl Chambers stressed to the 
committee that although a 20mph limit “across the 
board” was a good idea, calming measures would

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not be appropriate for the town centre as traffic could 
become congested in the town. 

It was agreed that Victoria Grove was a priority at 
the moment and that Daryl Chambers would inves¬ 
tigate purchasing a speed indicator device for Victo¬ 
ria Grove.

LYME Regis author David Ruffle is originally 
from Northamptonshire, but lived most of 
his life in Banbury, Oxfordshire. 

He first visited Lyme in January 2004 and, 
having "fallen in love with town", moved 
there in July the same year. 

He is now known for his successful series of 
novels based on the classic characters Sher¬ 
lock Holmes and Dr Watson. 


■ WHAT is your career background? 

Immediately before moving here I was involved 
in transport logistics, specifically I managed up¬ 
wards of 50 drivers who delivered cars all over 
the country for a company in Oxford. Our largest 
customer was Volvo UK for whom we delivered 
thousands of vehicles. One time I managed to 
arrange delivery of two cars to the dealer in 
Portsmouth instead of Peterborough. A lady 
named Ruth who ran the internal sales depart¬ 
ment at Volvo suggested I may wish to have 
them delivered correctly within 24 hours or else 
she would remove the skin from my face! As an 
incentive, it worked! 

■ HOW did you first get into writing fiction? 

In 2008 I had written a very short piece featuring 
Holmes and Watson in Baker Street. It stayed a 
very short piece until my partner Gill asked me 
to write her a story for Christmas. A ghost story 
followed, then a couple more ghost stories. After 
that I went back to the scene in Baker Street and 
progressed from there to "Sherlock Holmes and 
the Lyme Regis Horror" which I self-published. 

■ WHAT inspired you to take on the Sherlock 
Holmes character? 

I had always enjoyed Conan Doyle's original sto¬ 
ries immensely for their atmosphere and rhythm, 
which I have tried to replicate as best I can. Also 
in my collection were many novels and short sto¬ 
ries by authors other than Conan Doyle, some 
very good, some good and some not so good. 
Somewhere along the way I thought "perhaps I 
could do that". I often get asked whether permis¬ 
sion is needed to use the characters of Holmes, 
Watson, etc. In fact, the characters are in the pub¬ 
lic domain and have been since the year 2000, al¬ 
though long before that date authors were using 
the characters.There have been attempts by de¬ 
scendants of Conan Doyle to trademark the 



name "Sherlock Holmes" in America but the 
Supreme Court has thrown out each attempt. 


■ TELL us a little about your latest book... 

It is 1897 and Holmes and Watson are in New 
York. Holmes has been asked by the New York 
Police Department to assist in teaching their new 
detectives. While there, they become entwined 
briefly in the Guldensuppe murder, but have 
more involvement in a fresh wave of murders in 
Fall River, Massachusetts, where Lizzie Borden

was acquitted of the savage murders of her fa¬ 
ther and stepmother five years before. Not only 
do Holmes and Watson look into these new 
crimes, but also look at the evidence in the orig¬ 
inal murders. Incidentally, the idea for writing it 
came from an episode of "Ghost Adventures", 
which was filmed in the Borden house. All "ineffa¬ 
ble twaddle" as Watson might say. 

■ ARE you working on any future projects? 

The major ongoing project is "Sherlock Holmes 
and the Scarborough Affair" which is a collabo¬ 
ration with Gill, although the reality is that Gill is 
writing it while I make the tea! An American pub¬ 
lisher has asked me to produce two short stories 
for collections to be published next year, neither 
of these stories can involve Watson which is a 
challenge in itself! One will be set in Surrey dur¬ 
ing 1878 and the other takes place in Florence in 
1891. 

■ WHAT do you like about living in Lyme 
Regis? 

The history, the town, the people, the commu¬ 
nity, the views, the cider, the young people who 
are a credit to Lyme. 

■ IS there anything the town is missing? 

I would love to see Lyme go down the route of 
having its own youth council. As a town we 
should be proud of our youth and involve them 
more in decision-making; they are the future of 
this town. And definitely more affordable homes. 

■ WHAT'S your favourite novel? 

"The Time Of Our Singing" by Richard Powers. A 
powerful read dealing with love, race, music, 
family, time and physics. Extraordinary. 

■ WHICH four books would you take to a 
desert island for an indefinite stay? 

What, only four? "The Time Of Our Singing" (see 
above), "The Diary of Samuel Pepys", not just an 
intensely personal document but an eye-witness 
account of life in Restoration London; "The Col¬ 
lected Ghost Stories" by M.R. James, of their type, 
never bettered; and "The Collected Short Stories 
of William Trevor" entertaining, uplifting and 
sobering.

WITH less than a week to go for the public to have 
their say on the county’s youth service review, Bridport 
town councillors are urging residents to respond to a 
county council consultation. 

Dorset County Council wants to find out where 
young people go and what they would like to do to help 
decide how it should provide youth services in the fu¬ 
ture, and is available for everyone to comment on. 

The council currently runs 22 youth centres and also 
works with a range of other organisations to help run 
youth clubs by providing staff or funding. 

However, increasing demand for services - and a re¬ 
ducing budget - means the council need to change the 
way it supports young people. 

Bridport Town Council’s environment and social 
wellbeing committee will be considering a response on 
behalf of the town council at its meeting tonight 
(Wednesday, October 21st). 

Councillor Dave Rickard, chairman of the commit¬ 
tee, said: “The town council is keen to ensure that peo¬ 
ple in the area take this opportunity to respond to the 
consultation and make their views known on this im¬ 
portant service, which provides so much support lo¬ 
cally to young people and their families. 

“The town council will be taking an active part in the 
review to ensure the best possible outcome for Brid¬ 
port. 

“At this stage I would encourage as many people as 
possible to complete the survey.” 

So far the council has had more than 1,400 responses 
to the online survey, which went live on September 
15th and they have been talking to partner organisa¬ 
tions across Dorset, including schools, voluntary and 
community groups and local councillors.

Councillor Ros Kayes, vice chairman of the commit¬ 
tee and county councillor, said: “We need as many peo¬ 
ple to respond to this survey as possible to let the 
county council know how important the youth centre 
building and its facilities are to the people of Bridport.

Dorset County Council’s children’s services budget, 
currently £57 million, will have to be reduced by at 
least £5 million in 2017, and by the same again - or 
more - by 2020.

“By working together more with other organisations 
and local communities, we believe we can provide a 
more effective service that not only supports the most 
vulnerable, but also ensures that young people across 
Dorset have places to go and things to do. 

“We are delighted with the responses we have had so 
far but want as many people as possible to have their 
say. 

“If you’re a young person living in Dorset, please fill 
out our short survey. Do you go to a youth centre? If 
you do, tell us more, and if you don’t, tell us why. Your

opment officer at West Dorset 
District Council who helps to ad¬ 
minister the grant programme, 
said: “Bringing groups together 
for the celebration tea and a 
chance to share their work is al¬ 
ways an inspiring event and a 
great way for the groups them¬ 
selves to find out more about how 
other volunteers in their area are 
making a difference in peoples 
lives.” 

Local community groups in the 
Bridport area were able to apply 
for funds earlier in the year and a 
panel of town and district coun¬ 
cillors awarded the grants from 
the many applications received. 

Good causes that were allocated 
grants include: Bridport Deaf 
Club, who received £400 to run a 
first aid course with a paid sign 
language interpreter; the Opera 
Circus, who received £1,000 to

“Dorset has probably 
been the nicest county so 
far; people have been so 
kind, stopped and talked 
to me and asked me what 
I am doing.” 

Mr Russell is complet¬ 
ing the run for the Super¬ 
hero Foundation, a new 
charity set up to help sick 
children who need oper¬ 
ations that are not acces¬ 
sible on the NHS. 

He said: “My sister had 
a rare heart disease and 
she died last year on New 
Year’s Eve, even though 
ten years ago she was 
given two years to live. 

“She set up loads of 
charities, meals on 
wheels - she was a bit of 
a superhero herself! 

“When she died, I set 
up a Facebook page 
called ‘Carma’ - a twist 
on her name Carmel - 
because she was such an 
inspiration in the com¬ 
munity. I set the page up 
for people to do good 
deeds and make every¬ 
one happy. 

“I was doing lots of 
good deeds but nothing 
really big and the idea of 
running the coast came 
up.

MY third week at B! Health & Fitness was personal training week. After a heavy weekend away 
on a stag do in Barcelona I was pretty tired on Monday and a little apprehensive about how my 
first personal training session would go, but after the past couple of weeks I knew I would feel 
great afterwards so I was still motivated. 

My first session was with Craig, all focused on working my chest and triceps. After a warm up 
we started on the bench press, which I was a little wobbly on, but Craig constantly encouraged 
me, whilst making sure my technique was correct. I instantly noticed the difference a personal 
trainer makes; Craig got me through the last few reps on every exercise which I would have given 
up on if he wasn't there. 

I had some serious DOMS (delayed onset of muscle soreness) over the next 48 hours but, in a 
strange way, it felt good to know that my muscle fibers were repairing themselves and growing 
and encouraged me to eat healthily. 

With my chest and triceps still aching from Monday, Wednesday was leg day with Duncan. He 
worked every muscle hard and I had a bit of a funny walk after some of the exercises! Duncan 
also helped get the last few reps out of me and guided me through everything, giving me alter¬ 
nate exercises when he noticed I was struggling. 

Everything was going great until Friday. I was experiencing some severe DOMS in my legs and 
had trouble walking a lot that day! The session itself was really good, working on back and biceps, 
but I was getting frustrated as it was obvious my left side wasn't as strong as my right, which 
Duncan helped me through. If Duncan hadn't been there in a personal training capacity I would 
not have achieved half of what I did. He really gave me the determination to keep going and not 
to give up. 

I then had another session on Saturday with Craig to work on my shoulders but my motivation 
had hit the lowest point as I was lacking a serious amount of energy. Craig straight away identified 
that this was partly due to what I'd been eating; I'd been trying to eat healthily but I hadn't been 
taking on enough carbohydrates. It's also worth pointing out they would never ordinarily put 
anyone through four intense personal training sessions in one week so early on into their workout 
regime! I'm a bit of an exception to the rule so I can write about the experience in this column. 

Craig and Duncan will work closely with you to make sure you get the right nutrients to ensure 
you make the changes you want to as quick as possible.Their expertise pushes you to your max 
but not beyond it. A lot of people have a perception of personal trainers to be the stereotypical 
military type, but it really isn't like that. If anything it's quite good for your ego as they are con¬ 
stantly praising and encouraging you with each step! 

They are totally focused on helping you achieve your personal fitness goals, making you get 
as much as you possibly can out of each session without feeling sick. They provide a service to 
help you, not debilitate you, and it is much more than just the 60-minute workout you pay for as 
they stay in touch outside of training time. They also help you with your diet, which is such a mas¬ 
sive part of achieving success. I'm learning that successfully changing your body shape is about 
so much more than just training in the gym, and both Craig and Duncan can help you every step 
of the way with their personal training programme. 

I'm now looking forward to my final week and trying out some of the fitness classes they have 
to offer followed by a full body personal training session at the end of the week.

Bryony Brock, of Washingpool Farm, went to 
France last week with her father Alan Holland to 
see the boat set sail for England. 

She said: “The Onion Jack Festival is jam-packed 
with French, English and onion themed events. 

“We are delighted to celebrate the traditions of 
the Onion Johnnies, who bring fresh, seasonal pro¬ 
duce direct to customers in a sustainable way.” 

The Onion Jack founders are Emmanuel Le

Support needed for a new healthy fast-food alternative 


LOCALLY grown food will soon be on 
Bridport’s takeaway menu and it needs 
the support of the community. 

The Local Food Takeaway Project, an 
initiative launched by Bridport based 
Stir To Action, is crowd funding support 
for an ethical and healthy fast food al¬ 
ternative. 

Johnny Gordon-Farleigh, director of 
online magazine Stir To Action, and a 
team of locals are reviving an old cater¬ 
ing vehicle, formerly the Real Food Van, 
by turning it into a community asset. 

With support from Communities Liv¬ 
ing Sustainably in Dorset and Bridport 
town and county councillor Ros Kayes, 
the vehicle has been serviced and re¬ 
paired and is nearly ready to provide 
space for educational workshops and 
pop-up restaurants, promoting a locally 
sourced and sustainable takeaway cul¬ 
ture in the area. 

Through local and ethical procure¬ 
ment, based on recent research by Tarn- 
sin Chandler for Communities Living 
Sustainably in Dorset, the project aims 


to build capacity for West Dorset’s 
smallholders. 

Its principal supplier will be the Char- 
mouth Dragon, which supplies vegeta¬ 
bles and meat from the region’s 
producers. 

The Local Food Takeaway Project will 
be a community cooperative that is 
owned and controlled by its members, 
chefs, young caterers, food educators 
and other non-profits who use food for 
social purpose. 

It is also set to be a street food ‘incuba¬ 
tor’ where experienced members of the 
project will mentor and support young 
and new entrants to the food industry. 

The crowd funding campaign starts 
today (Wednesday, October 21st) and 
the team behind it are looking to raise at 
least £6,000 within a month. 

Funds will be used to cover start-up 
costs, including a new interior conver¬ 
sion, catering equipment, tax and insur¬ 
ance, basic training and original artwork 
to give the vehicle its new identity. 

Backers will be rewarded for their sup¬ 


port with things such as taking part in a 
forage, part of a cookery club, having a 
local food feast cooked at their event by 
chefs from River Cottage or Trill Farm. 

Tickets to the launch, becoming a 
founding supporter and receiving a 
monthly takeaway for a year are also up 
for grabs along with t-shirts and tote 
bags with the vehicle’s original artwork 
on them. 

Johnny Gordon-Farleigh said: “We 
have already attracted the project’s 
founding members and support from the 
local food charities and organic growers. 

“But it will still need the support from 
the whole community as social in¬ 
vestors, members, and of course, its 
hungry customers!” 

The Local Takeaway Project is ex¬ 
pected to launch in spring 2016.

FOOTBALL has been played in Lyme Regis since 1885, a mere dozen or so years after 
the 'formation' of the game nationally and the inception of the FA Cup in 1872 - so 
Lyme Regis Football Club has been around a long time, longer than most - for exam¬ 
ple; Chard Town (1920), Axminster Town (1903) or even the Dorset FA (1887).

'The Seasiders', led by manager Tim Edwards, won promotion as runners-up in the 
Division Three last season and have made an excellent start to life in Division Two 
with the team in the mix for promotion once again. 

Good reviews both on and off the field have led the club to move their Reserve 
team over to the D & E League this season and they currently sit in second place in 
Division Seven. 

There is the possibility that the Bantams (3rd team) may also head west next season. 

In addition to league success, Lyme Regis has a name that is revered across the 
county having lifted the Dorset Intermediate knock-out cup on nine occasions and 
the Junior cup six times. 

The club also has a thriving youth section with youngsters aged between six and 
16 proud to pull on the club strip. Two seasons ago the under 16s squad was regarded 
as the best in the whole of Dorset having won the league and cup double. 

Off the field, hours of voluntary labour has helped to extend and refurbish the club's 
Davey Fort headquarters which can now boast an excellent facility that, with parking 
and plenty of outside space available, can offer the perfect venue for a party - be it 
birthday, anniversary nor even a Wedding - half a dozen have been held there al¬ 
ready. 

An active 18-strong committee ensure things operate as smoothly as possible within 
the club and encourage new faces to come on in through the Davey Fort gate and 
give the Seasiders a try - either on match days or at a function - the more the merrier, 
the teas are excellent and the bar is fully stocked!

Gritting season is fast approaching 


WITH winter fast approaching, 
Dorset Highways is preparing 
to keep the roads safe over the 
colder months with gritters at 
the ready. 

With 26 gritters ready to cover 
the 650-mile gritting network 
and over 10,000 tonnes of salt 
in stock, Dorset County Council 
is ready for the first run of the 
year. 

Cllr Peter Finney, cabinet 
member for environment, said: 
“The technology we have now 
is amazing, the icelert stations 
measure road and air tempera¬ 
ture, wind speed and direction, 
rain fall and detect ice. 

“Our drivers can programme 
the spread rate of the grit from 
the cab of their vehicle, which 
means our duty highways engi¬ 
neers can make an informed de¬ 
cision on when and where to 
grit and with how much. 

“We want to keep Dorset 


moving throughout the winter 
and ensure that drivers can 
travel safely in cold conditions. 
Drivers can help by planning 
their journeys so that, wherever 
possible, they travel on treated 
roads. 

“This year we will be carrying 
out our dry run on Friday, Oc¬ 
tober 16th, giving our drivers a 
chance to familiarise them¬ 
selves with the vehicles and the 
gritting routes in daylight.” 

The service runs from October 
until the end of March to deal 
with wintery conditions with 25 
per cent of the county council 
roads covered by the 22 main 
gritting routes, including pri¬ 
mary A and B roads, links to 
hospitals and larger communi¬ 
ties, roads to larger schools and 
key bus routes. 

The gritters work out of six 
depots - Bridport, Charminster, 
Blandford, Gibbs Marsh, Ware- 


ham and Ferndown - and are 
sent out when the road surface 
temperature is forecast to drop 
to zero degrees Celsius and ice 
or frost is forecast. 

There are 22 drivers on call 24 
hours a day, seven days a week, 
for winter weather duties and 
six highways staff are on call 
for other non-gritting related 
emergencies. 

Over 80 farmers and other 
specialist contractors are also 
on standby to help their com¬ 
munities with snow ploughing. 

Over 800 salt bins have been 
filled for local, lightly used 
roads and pavements, and 
parish and town council com¬ 
munity bins have also been 
topped up ready for use.

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Unprecedented numbers surge 
to buy ultra low emission cars 


LATEST new car registration data shows 
booming demand for plug-in cars as mo¬ 
torists tune in to the cost-saving benefits 
of ultra low emission motoring. Analysis 
by Go Ultra Low shows that 20,992 mo¬ 
torists made the leap to plug-in power 
between January and September this 
year, bumper growth of 138.5% against 
2014. 

Fuelling the demand is a greater choice 
of models, with more than 27 pure elec¬ 
tric or plug-in hybrid cars now available 
in the UK, ranging from high-perfor¬ 
mance sports cars to capable family run¬ 
arounds. The new data shows consumer 
appetite rising rapidly for plug-in hybrid 
models with demand accelerating ahead 
226.5% against 2014 with 14,041 regis¬ 
trations. 

Head of Go Ultra Low, Poppy Welch, 
said, "The growth in plug-in car registra¬ 
tions is excellent news and in line with 
our expectations. This trend should con¬ 
tinue over the course of this year as we 
know that motorists are keen to achieve 
maximum miles for the lowest cost, 
while minimising emissions and environ¬ 
mental impact." 


Shifting shares 

In line with a trend seen throughout 
this year, registrations of ultra low emis¬ 
sion vehicles continue to grow their 
share of the new car market, taking more 
than 1% share for the year so far. Up sig¬ 
nificantly from the same period in 2014 
when just 0.44% of registrations were 
plug-ins, this move to new technology 
demonstrates the value motorists place 
in a variety of options, enabling them to 


pick the car that best-meets their needs. 

Plug-in bestsellers 

The newest statistics reveal that Mit¬ 
subishi leads the new registrations 
charge, with 9,303 of its flagship Out- 
lander PHEV sold since the start of 2015. 
Nissan follows with its all-electric LEAF 
racking-up 4,285 registrations, and 
BMW's i3 is the nation's third most popu¬ 
lar ultra low emission vehicle, also nearly 
doubling its tally with 1,564 registrations.

Budget or bodge it? 


NEW research from Kwik Fit, the UK's lead¬ 
ing automotive repair and servicing 
company, reveals that in the last two 
years more than four million car owners 
have had to keep their car off the road be¬ 
cause they couldn't afford repairs needed 
on their vehicle. 

With 21 million owners saying they have 
needed repairs in the last two years, this 
means that one in five (19%) have been 
forced to go without their car while they got 
their finances in order. Half of these mo¬ 
torists (2 million) had to keep their car off 
the road for a month or longer. 

A shortage of money has driven many 
drivers to make some risky decisions. Over 
1.2 million drivers admitted to having driven 
their car in an unroadworthy condition be¬ 
cause they couldn't afford repairs with men 
twice as likely as women to have done so. 

Many drivers carry out repairs themselves, 


which is obviously not a problem in itself. 
However, a third of car owners who either 
carried out a repair themselves or had a 
friend or relative do it for them say they 
were concerned about the quality of that 
repair. In a cautionary tale for second hand 
car buyers, nearly half a million motorists 
say that although they were concerned 
about their DIY repairs they didn't do 
anything about it as they sold the car 
soon afterwards. 

The study also gave an indication that the 
policy of prevention being better than cure 
is as relevant to our cars as it is to our bodies. 
More than three quarters (77%) of those 
skipping their car's annual service had to get 
repairs carried out on their car in the last two 
years. The equivalent figure for those who 
maintained their car's annual service record 
was 56%, suggesting that regular servicing 
helps keep the need for repairs at bay. 


Roger Griggs, communications director at 
Kwik Fit, says: "All cars need repairs at some 
point, it's the inevitable result of everyday 
wear and tear. Drivers should therefore try 
to be realistic about their motoring budget 
and plan for their costs. We can help in that 
planning by offering fixed price servicing so 
car owners know exactly how much their 
motoring costs will be over the year. 

"Measures which may appear to be saving 
money in the short term may turn out to be 
a false economy. Skipping servicing can lead 
to problems which may be more expensive 
to fix at a later date."

Senior said: "He's a great, great 
signing for us.

He a good 
hold-up player, experienced, scores 
goals and is someone I want to 
work with." 

Salter began his senior career at 
Frome Town in 1999 where after 
scoring 86 goals in three seasons 
he signed for Southend United, but 
a change of manager soon after he 
arrived saw him released at the end 
of the season. 

After a brief spell at Bath City he 
returned to Frome where he con¬ 


tinued to score for fun. 

After seven years he moved to 
Bitton for three seasons, and in 
2013 to Street. 

"I have known Mark for years and 
tried to sign him when I was at 
Bridgwater when he left Southend. 

"Street for some reason dropped 
him from their squad recently and 
were happy to release him, which is 
where Simon stepped in." 

Salter was at St Mary's on Satur¬ 
day where he signed for the Bees 
before joining his new colleagues 
in the warm-up. 

He told View Sport that one of 
the reasons for choosing Bridport 
was the chance to play regularly on 
the St Mary's pitch. 

It is unlikely that fans will see him 
in a Bees shirt until November as he 
is not available this week, and cup 
tied for the FA Vase game at the 
end of October.
